The Wi^lngton Evening Journal on October 6, 1954, carried 
an article reflecting that the Attorney General of thrstate 
of Delaware, H. ALBERT YOUNG, had filed suit in the cLrt of 

to revoke the charter o? tee 

IJAAWP for the alleged abuse and misuse of its powers and 
bad'll article then indicated the Attorney General 

-nd subpoenacs for the organization's financial books 

&nd other records. The article stated that BRYANT W B 0 WTF 9 
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This article reflected that a hearing had been set for 
October 22, 195^^ at which time the NAAWP leaders could 
appear and show cause why a preliminary injunction should 
not be issued restraining and enjoining the association 
from further use of its corporate powers. The Attorney 
General will file an affidavit in support of the complaint 
by October l4th, and the NAAWP has until October 20, 1954, 
to file a counterclaim. According to the article, the 
complaint of Attorney General YOUNG charged that the NAAWP 
"initiated and maintained a program to destroy the 
fundamental rights of the people of the State of Delaware 
as guaranteed them by the constitution of the State of 
Delaware and the United States." YOUNG'S charge is based 
on the fact that the association has abused provisions of 
its charter which says the organization was established 
to "foster, protect and maintain all rights of citizens as 
guaranteed by the constitution of the United States". 
Instead of striving for these objectives the complaint 
charges the association as "conducting a campaign and 
enlisted membership into its organization designed: 


"(a) To foment racial tension and hatred between the 
citizens of the state of Delaware. 

"(b) To intimidate members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Milford Special School District and members of 
the board of Trustees of other special school districts 
and through the Board of Education throughout this state 
from performing their duties under the law. 

"(c) To encourage, by means of mass hysteria, mob rule, 
boycott and dissemination of race prejudice, the closing 
of public schools in sympathy with its plan to deprive 
Negro children of the right to attend public school 
because of their race, color and ancestry. 

"(d) To promote meetings calculated to disturb the peace 
and incite to riot. 


"(e) To intimidate and threaten white parents from 
having their children attend school in furtherance of 
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"the boycott against the Milford High School. 

"(f) To encourage white parents to violate the laws of 
the State of Delaware with regard to compulsory school 
attendance. " 

After listing these allegations, the attorney general’s 
complaint continues : 

"In furtherance of these unlawful acts and the 
corporation's program of hate, prejudice and mob rule, 
the defendant corporation, contrary to its avowed purpose 
contained in its charter to foster, protect and maintain 
all rights of citizens as guaranteed by the- Constitution 
of the United States, initiated and maintained a program 
to destroy the fundamental rights of the citizens of 
the State of Delaware as guaranteed them by the Constitution 
01 zne elate of Delav;arc and of the United States." 


The complaint avers that the corporation abused and misused 
its corporate powers invested in it under the laws of 
Delaware, and has become a moving pa,rty in a conspiracy 
to '^i'^izens of their rights under the Constitution 

of the United States and to Inspire and induce mass 
violation of the laws of the State of Delaware." 


The Attorney General also asks that the Court of Chancery 
appoint a receiver or receivers to take charge of the 
estate, effects, business and affairs of the- corporation. 
The court is requested to enjoin and restrain the 
defendants from Interfering with the receiver "in takln<^ 
possession of and administering the property and affairs 
of said defendant corporation. "

195^ « carried an article concerning a meeting held by the 
NAAWP on September 2( , 195't, at which meeting BRYANT W. BOWLES, 
President of the NAAWP, urged residents of neighboring towns 
to boycott the local schools in sympathy for the Milford 
situation.

The article quoted BOWLES as saying, "my daughter will never 
attend a school with Negroes as long as there is breath in 
my body and gunpowder will b'orn" .

Milford on September 30, 1954. 

The Delaware State News, issue of October 8, 1954, contained 
notice of a meeting schedule held on October 10, 1954, at 
the Harrington Airport at 2:30 P.M. and at which meeting 
JOSEPH DANES, State President of the NAAWP, would speak.

In the article Mr. SIMS states KAAUP

According to 
SIMS' article BOV.’LES mentions he does not hate the negroes 
but says he only wants to maintain separation of the" race 
and advance culture of the white race. Accordirg to SIMS' 
article, BOWLES has a Board of Directors and thousands backing 
him. His only office help at present, however, is his /life, 
who is Secretary -Treasurer . According to the article the 
Vice-President, name not listed, is currently being asked 
to resign for not complying with NAP.WP principles. BOWLES 
refused to reveal the total membership, but claimed members 
in 48 states including ministers and law enforcement officers 
in several states . SIMS reported there is one chapter in 
Florence, South Carolina whose membership BOl^LES estimated 
at approxlma1i,ely 300 .

9 age 34 ^ an ex»Marinep was currently*^* 
leading"^e”Antr-lnt 6 gration drive D elaware and stated 
that his parents 0 Mr. and Mrs. B. Vf^SDVLES. reside in the 
Temple Terrace Jundfion within ten miles of Tampa j, Florida. ' 
The article quoted Mrs. BCWLE? as stating that her s’STT^'i 
bom in Alford in West Florida and attends i school In Tamps, 
and at BartoWj Florida. She stated he has three sisters, 

two of whom live in Tampa, and a brc-ther. This article also 
quoted the Delaware State' Police having made a statement 
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identifying BOWLES as WILLIAM BRYANT B(M£Sp 34, ^ 57 Tenth 
‘ Road, North Arlington, Virginia, ^here he resided with his 
wife, the former E<, LOI StWILLFORI^^^-^ article identified 
BOWLES as president of tne NAAVP'and his wife as secretary and 
treasxirerc, This statement also reflected that the Delaware 
State Police had conducted investigation of BOWLES due to 
his activities in the State of Delaware and that It reflected 
the following information? 


He was arrested by the Baltimore city police cn 
May 12, 1953 j on five charges of false pretense o Disposition 
of these cases indicates that he was fined #25«00 and costs 
on each charge o It stated that at the time of his arrest 
in the city of Baltimore he was wanted in Tampa, Florida, in 
connection with bogus checks c Authcrities at Tampa later ad» 
vised Baltimore that restit uticTi had been made in their cases 
and that BOWLES was no Longer wanted there. Warrants were 
also filed in the Sheriff’' s Office at Bel Air, Maryland, on 
two counts, BOWLES was turned over to the Sheriff of Hart« 
ford Gouiity, Maryland 



This article also quoted BOWLES as stating that he 
was raised on a farm in Florida and went to the city when he 
was fifteen. It described him as a wiry, medium height mf n 
who married a girl from Texas and stated that he entered the 
Marine Corps in 1939 and served for seven and one-half years 
in World War II and in Korea, The article quoted BOWLES 
as stating that he put $6,000,00 of his own money into 
organizing the NAAWP and so far has not taken back a dime. 

It also quoted BOWLES as stating that the operation of the 
NAAWP was now "his full time job,”

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A news item appearing in the "Jacksonville Journal" 
of November 12s 1954® captioned "Leader of NAAWP To Speak Here" 
also identified MARVIN STRICKLAND as the local president 
of the Florida Second District Chapter of the NAAWP o The 
article quoted STRICKLAND as stating that he was elected 
president of the NAAWP group on Wednesday but that he did 
not organize the chaptero It reported him as saying that after 
looking into it he decided that it was equipped to do a lot 
of goodo He stated that there had been quite a few meetings 
already held but at the present time was not very big,, having 
a membership of about sixty members* The article also stated 
that STRICKLAND objected to the "white supremacy" tag on his 
organization and quoted him as saying, "I see no indications 
that the NAAWP is for white supremacy* No hate, no violence — 
Just segregation until Hell freezes over*"

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A news item appearing cn November I 6 , 195A-p published 
by the "Orlando Sentinel" reflei^ted that BOWLES was invited 
to Tavares to make a public speech in regard to the NAAWP 
by Lake County Sheriff WILLIS Y. MC CALL. He pointed out 
that BOWLES made this speech to assist Sheriff MC CALL in 
organizing the Fifth Florida District Chapter of the NAAWP. 

This article stated that a charter for the Fifth District 
NAAWP was presented to three men who were introduced as 
directors of the new unit. They identified these three direoters 
as L. ;A. B AKE R ^ Sarfcrdy Florida, an employee of the Atlantic 
Coastline Railroadj JOHN M, HUGHEIj an Orlando fertilizer 
salesman, and CARL AVERITT, a fruit buyer and former Lake 
County Deputy Sheriff.

The ’’Daily V/orker” in its edition dated 
October 11, 1954, carried an article entitled, ’’Racists 
Boast of Plans to Expand School Strife. This article re- 
ported an inter vievr with L0ISi^\«LES and BRYANT>8C3t^ES Vj" 
concerning their ideas on segregation. The ’article v;as 
generally critical of the attempts of the NAAWP to en- 
force segregation. 
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The "Daily Worker" on October 12, 1954, carried 
an editorial captioned, "Crackdown on Racists". This 
editorial criticized Federal authorities generally and 
Attorney General BROl'flJELL and Director J. EDGAR HOOVER 
in particular for their "hands off policies on thes'e 
Racist criminals who have been active in such obvious 
lavjlessness." The editorial referred to BRYAWT B0\;LES by 
name and the racial disturbances in Delaware, 

"The V/ashington Post and Times Herald" on 
November 16, 1954, published an article entitled, 

"BOWLSS Turns Fire on Jews Among Others". The article 
is date lined at Jacksonville, Florida, and relates that 
BRYANT b, BOvJLES of the NAAV7P attacked Jewish people in 
a speech at Jacksonville, Florida, on November 16, 1954, 
The article pointed out that BObTLES also criticized 
President EISEKHOVJER , Vice President NIXON, the Supreme 
Court, especially Justices FR.AIJKFURT2R and WARREN, the 
Anti -Defamation League, B’nai B*rith, the Attorney General 
HERBERT BROWNELL, and others.

F. PUBLIC ATI OKS OF NAA¥P 
The "National Forum" 


The "National Forum", the official publication 
of the KAAWP, in its issue for Novesnber, 1954, contains 
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only two main articles, one entitled, "KAAV7P Upsets Political 
Clique in Delaware'*. This article was an attack oft the 
Attorney General of the State of Delaivare and his efforts 
to curb the subject organization. This article also contains 
attacks against "organized Jewry". The following statement 
is made toward the end of the article j *^It is not surprising 
to find that a Jew is behind the drive to mix negroes and 
whites in Delaware schools since it is organized Jewry which 
is behind most of the pro-negro agitation throughout the 
rest of the country. As a point of fact, it is organized 
Jewry rather than the negroes who are pushing hardest on 
The National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NMCP) vjhich obtained the Supreme Court 
decision outlav;ing segregated schools is itself a Jewish-led 
organization. It was founded in' 1909 by Jews and its current 
president is the Jew, ARTHUI^^ING ARN , who has headed.the 
NAA^^.sinc.e. 1939o This being so, it is only to be expected 
that Delaware’s State Attorney HYMAN YAKO^/ITZ should cooperate 
to the hilt with the NAACP in jailing BRYANT BOb’LES and in 
seeking a court order to cancel the admixture of negroes and 
white pupils,"

Race Integration for U.S. School Kids". It v;as set forth 
in the paper ^at this article is a reprint from the 
"American Nationalist". This article is an attack on the 
United Nations and its position of equality for all men.

It is now necessary that the National As- 
sociation for Advancement of White People 
establish its position, so that the members cf 
the White race may be represented in their 
natural desire to retain a reasonable sem- 
blance of their way of life. It is our pur- 
pose to state the position of the White race 
in handling this problem, inasmuch as the 


Negro is now represented by the National 
Association for Advancement of Colored 
People. 

Those with an axe to grind are loud in 
the presentation of Aeir ideas, while most 
hard-working citizen's do not take the time 
to publicly present their views. Most men 
are willing to live and let liyc, without 
■ attempting to impose their philosophy on 
a'l who might dare to disagree with them. 
Successful relations of different races wll 
eventually result from gradually chanpng 
concepts of all those affected.

South Indignant As Jew-Led KAACP 
Wins School Segregation Case 

LOS ANGELES — Nowhere In America Is the cult of “brotherhood** 
taken more seriously than In California, where from kindergarten on 
the child la continuously taurht the bifssinrs of racial equality and 
the horrora of “blxotry". Last month some of the visible results of this 
**tolerance“ propaganda were especially apparent to the parents of 
Los Angeles a*hen the Ux-supported Los Anfceles City College, larrest 
Junior college In the U.S.. celebrated Its 25th annlversar>-. Chosen as 
queen of the silver anniversary eient was Barbara Lee Cooke, an 
attractive while co-ed. The “king”, 
how*ever, was a Keerro as black as 
the ace of spades. “Brotherhood**, 
quite obviously, was berinning to 
pay off In Los Angeles. . . 

A LESSON 

Actually, the disgraceful spec- 
tacle at Los Angeles City College 
should pro\ide a lesson not only 
to the parents of Los Angeles 
(many of whom originally came 
from the deep South) but to par- 
ents everywhere. It is this: if 
while children are educated with 
Negroes, sent to church with them, 
thrown into consUnl and intimate 
social contact with them, and in 
addition are continuously impres- 
sed with the virtues of racial 
equality, then such things as this 
are ineviuble. Young people who 
are taught ail their lives that it 
is wicked to discriminate between 
black and white cannot be blamed

One County Judge told me, 
“there is a popular misconception 
among the American people as to 
why the war between the states 
was fought. A majority of the 
people in this country believe it 
was fought over the neao. It was 
fought over cotton whic^ the South 
was shipping to England while the 
mills in the Northern States stood 
idle. But,** suted the Judge, **if 
these left-wing antati^ groups 
don't leave the Muttiern Twites and 
Macks alone, they are going to 
touch off another war, and you can 
bet your life cotton won't have any- 
thing to do with it.** (This judge 
also joined the NAAWP) 

The Attorney General of one 
Southern Stste sent oat Question- 
aaires to all of the sheriffs, asking 
if they will be able to handle the 
situation when the riots break oat 
this school term. It didn't say, if 
the riots break out. One sheriff 
wrote back and said, "How do you 
expect me to handle a riot when 1 
have children of my own and 1 will 
ajpill my own blood from one end of 
this state to the other before they 
will attend mixed schools?" An- 
other sheriff wrote only two words 
on his. "Hell no." 

The people of the sooth believe 
nixing the races is s social custom., 
and QMS not believe the U.S. Su- 
preme has the authority to legislate 
the habits of people. They be- 
lieve the Soathern Nemo is happy 
due to the fact 70% of them live in 
the 17 southern states. *They also 
believe the Southern Nemo is being 
done a grave injustice by left-wing 
northern negro agitators which en- 
deavor to stir him up and incite 
him to yell when he isn’t hurt. 


CAREER MEN LEAVING 
INTEGRATED ARMED FORCES 

Recently the President siraed 
a bill which went into effect 
immediately, raising the re^nlisl- 
ment bonus for service men. The 
President said this was necessary 
to halt the high rate of seasoned 
service men which are leaving the 
armed forces upon expiration of 
their enlistment. 

What the President did iM 
state was the reason these tntM 
are leaving the service of their 
country alter putting more thee 
10, 12, or 14 years toward a 20 
year retirement. These men are 
ted op with the integrated armed 
forces and here are some of the 
reasons: 

They have to live in barracks 
with negroes that steadily keep 
op a stream of lanrage that eves 
a white Bailor, soldier, or Marine 
would never think of using. 

They have to share the shourets 
and toilets with nepoes 
brings in veneral diseases which 
he never reports to the medics. 
The avcra« negro service mu 
will not voluntarily ask for med^ 
cal treatment of these diseases.

SEGKEGATION CASE 

Ironically, the episode at Los 
Angeles City College occurred on 
the eve of the Supreme Court’s 
decision outlawing segregated 
schools. And fittingly enough, the 
Court's anti-segregation decision 
was read by chlpf-justice Earl 
Warren, former governor of Cali- 
fornia and a life-long advocate of 
race-mixing. Warren's jiew mis- 
sion, it would seem, is to extend 
Caiifornia's race-mixing program 
to all the 48 states. . . 

Although several states, includ- 
ing California, have long main- 
tained interracial schools, 21 states 
and the District of Columbia have 
continued to segregate Negroes 
and whites. It is on these states 
that the real impact of the Court's 
radical decision will fall, because 
they contain a substantial major- 
ity of the nation’s entire Negro 
population. The population of 
Mississippi, for exairxple, is about 
half white and half l^egro. In the 
District of Columbia, which Eisen- 
hower has fatuously designated as 
a "pilot model” for the various 
states to emulate, of the stu- 
dents enrolled sn public schools 
are Negro while only 43^ are 
white. 

ULTI.MATE EFFECT 

The uilimaie effect tof the Su- 
preme court’s ruling against seg- 
regated schools will not, how'ever. 
be apparent for many ^ears. The 
process of ml.xing whites and Ne- 
groes in the classroom hrvay, as a 
matter of fact, be reiath'ely slow 
in many cases. 

The real damage will be done 
on tne psychological front. The 
child will be conditioned at first 
to accept the mere presence of 
Negro students in the classroom. 
Later he will be taught that all 
races are equal in ability and 
intellectual capacity and that there 
b no essential difference between 
the various racial groups. He will 
be Inoculated against the evils of 
"bbs'* and "prejudice", and trains 
cd to look upon any manifestation 
of racial pride or consciousness as 
anti-social, if not criminal. . . 

BRAINWASH 

Only when this process of brain- 
washing is far enough along wiU 
the student be introduced to the 
Joys of interracial social activities. 
Needless to aay. It is only a step 
from there to Interracial love- 
making and marriage, and as a 
matter of fact the legal barriers 
against interracial marriages have 
already been obliterated In some 
sutes. And if all this seems far- 
fetched and over Imaginative, It 
should be remembered that this 
very thing has already occurred 
to some sutes. as the photographs

N.AJt.C.P. 

In this connection it would be 
well to give some attention to the 
Kdtiunal Adsociutioii for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) which in the main was 
responsible for bringing about the 
school segregation ruling. The 
NAACP brought four separate 
suits challenging the legality of- 
segregated schools and it was on 
the basis of this action that the 
Court rendered its startling deci- 
sion outlaw'ing segregated schoc.s. 

SILENT REVOLUTION 

This, incidentally, is but the 
latest of a series of court victories 
achieved by the radical, trouble- 
making NAACP — victories which 
have brought about a "silent revo- 
lution'* in race relations in this 
- couritry withir, the past uec^Uv. 

The NAACP's most notable vic- 
tory previous to the school segre- 
gation case was, of course, the 
ruling under which the Supreme 
Court outlawed restrictive cove- 
nants, thus making it possible for 
Negroes to force their way into 
previously all-white neighborhoods. 

The NAACP won another out- 
tUnding victory when it obUined 
a Supreme Court ruling which 
compels Washington D.C. resUu- 
rants and hotels to cater to Ne- 
groes — a precedent which is bound 
to be applied elsewhere as time 
goes on. ft 

In other Supreme Court :wses 
the NAACP won decisions which 
Insure Negroes the "rlghT to at- 
tend white universities and to 
ride with w'hites in public con- 
veyances. . . 

There have been other similar 
cases. In each Instance It was the 
NAACP bringing jult; iff ^ch 
case the Supreme Court either up- 
held obscuie and little known 
anti-segregation laws, or It out- 
lawed sututes under which seg- 


regation was enforced. 

OTHER VICTORIES 
The NAACP has also advanced 
the “silent revolution** with the 
help of the executive branch of 
the government. Its greatest vic- 
tory in this field was the "inte- 
gration" of Negroes and whites in 
the Armed Forces. Under the “in- 
tegration" program— started under 
Truman and completed this year 
by Eisenhower — all branches of 
the military have been mongrel- 
ized, with Negroes and whites 
serving together in interracial 
units for the first time in Amer- 
ican history. In many respects the 
NAACP regards this as its great- 
est victory, surpassing even the 
school segregation case in impor- 
tance. 

UTTLE F.E.P.C. 

Another NAACP victorj-, won 
with the help of org<ini£ed 
was the so-cailed "little F.E.P.C.” 
which Eisenhower instituted last 
year. The "little F.E.P.C.” compels 
all government contractors to hire 
Negroes and members of other 
minority groups under threat of 
having their contracts cancelled, 
thus Imposing over a substantiai 
portion ‘ of .American Miduali> a 
de facto FEPC. . . 

THE PATTERN 
This, then, is the pattern of the 
"silent revolution”— a silent, creep- 
ing, insidious revolution which 
even at this moment is steaiing 
upon this Republic like an assas- 
sin in the night. And It should be 
noted that this revolution is not 
being promoted by legislation, but 
by executive decree and court de- 
cision. Not a single one of the 
above described "civil rights” vic- 
tories was obtained through an 
act of Congress. . . 

BEHIND NAA.C.P. 

This brings us to the question 
• ns to what the NAACP's ultimate 
objective really Is. This Is impor- 
tant because we know from past 


experience the NAACP no soonc 
wins a concession than it makt 
new and even more extreme d< 
niands; each victory is foUowt 
V new agitation. It isappropriat 
: crefore, lo e.xamine the NAACP 
program in some detail. 

JEWISH LEADERSHIP 
Before doing that, however, 
is necessary to correct a popula 
misconception as to the leadei 
ship of the NAACP. Because it i 
not really and truly a Negro oi 
ganization at ail. The people b< 
hind the NAACP are not Negroe 
but Jews. This will come as n suj 
prise to some because the organ 
zation invariably uses Negroes t 
fronts for its activities, and th 
rank and file of its staff is Negrc 
Nevertheless the president c 
NAACP, and the real power i 
the organization, is the Jev. 
Artltui Spitigani. vV!itrn'llii»{«.l i 
digested the revolutionary pre 
gram of the NAACP becomes ■ 
little more comprehensible. . . 

THINGS TO COME 
The NAACP’s objective for th 
next ten years is no secret. On Ih 
contrary it has been mapptxl ou 
in detail and publicized under th 
slogan. "Free by 63’’. The "Free b: 
63” campaign was launched las 
March at a Washington D.C. meet 
ing with the blessings of lk« 
Eisenhower, who addressed th< 
convention. The plan calls for th< 
raising of a million dollars an 
nually for the next ten years an< 
the announced goal is the tola 
abolishment of racial segregation 
THE GOAL 

In simple terms, the NAACP'i 
goal is to "integrate” Negroes InU 
white residential neighborhood: 
until the "biack belt” and the al. 
white neighborhood are mergec 
and thus cease to exist as such. 
The NAACP’s program is based 
upon the premise that anti-dis- 
crimination laws now in existence

Felix Frankfurter 

The anli-scgreeation decision of the Su- 
preme Court was dictated by one of the most 
sinister men In AmerUsa. 
named FeUx Frankfurter, leader of ^e rad- 
ical World Zionist moN*emenl and a lifelong 
advocate of Socialism and leftwiog objec- 
tives. Felix Frankfurter was head of 
fense committee for Sacco and Vansetli, 
anarchists who were electrocuted in Massa- 
diusetts in 1927. A law partner of Henry L. 
Stimson in the firm of Wintlirop and Stim- 
son, lawyers for Kuhn, Loeb Co., inlema- 
tional Jewish bankers who financed the 
Communist Revolution in Russia. Frank- 
furter was first thrust upon tlie American 
people by President Woodrow Wilson, who 
brought a hor^ of alien Socialists to Wash- 
ington and set up the Socialist hierarchy 
which-was reinslated in power fifteen years 
later by his understudy Franklin D. Roose- 
yelU , 

Wilson appointed Frankfurter as counsel 
for the Presidential Mediation Commission 
in the Mooney Case. As the defender of a 
group of Communist bomb-throwers and 
terrorists. Frankfurter bad the temerity to 
tiy to influence Theodore Roosevelt in the 
decision. Theodore Roosevelt replied in an 
open letter which has been publickcd for 
yean, as foUowsi 

**Vou Lav« taken and are taldog an atti- 
tude which seems to me to be fundamentally 
that of Trotsky and the other Bolshevist 
leaders in Russia, an attitude w'hich may be 
fraught with misctiief to tliis country. . . • 
There again you have engaged in excusing 
men precisely like tbe Bolsheviks in Russia, 
w ho are murderers and encourages to mur- 
der, w*ho are traitors to their allies, to dem- 
ocracy and civilization, as well as to the 
United States, and whose acts are neverthe- 
less apologized for on grounds, my dear Mr. 
Franl^urter, substantiaily like those which 
you allege. 

The official publication of tbe World 
Zionist Organization, the Zionist Bulletin, 
reported in Uie issue of September 2. 1919: 

"A dinner in honor of the Hon. Justice 
Brandeis, prior to his return to America, 
w*BS given by the Executive of the World 
Zionist Organization on August 26 at the 
Rilz Hotel. Prof. Frankfurter, in proposing 
tbe toast to his Majesty’s Government, re- 
ferred to the montlu of hard work in which 
be and tbe other Jewish delegates bad been 
engaged in Paris. They often spoke in dif- 
ferent tongues; but th^ were all animated 
by a single seatlmentr-tbe welfare of Israel 
and the good of Zion." 

Tlie w’^are of Israel and the World Jew- 
ish oonspirac}' has alwwyi been the single 
sentiment of Frankfurter’s life. One of tbe 
architects of tbe Versailles Peace Conf erenoe 
in 1920 whlcli made tbe Second World War 
inevitable because of the Impossible terms 
inflicted upon Germany, Frankfurter was 
instrument^ in carving out the artificial 
state of Csechoslavakla by forcing together 
people of different nationalities, wiiich made 
the Sudeten crisis inevitable. He also stirred 
up anti-Semitism all o\-er Europe by includ- 
ing In the Treaty special privileges for Jew- 
ish residents of all European countries, with 
the threat that the United States w*ouId force 
the European nations to grant those special 
Jewish i^vUeges.

When w^ realize that the anti-segregaUon 
decision of the Supreme Court followed a 
dirccUve of Uie Conununist Internationa], 
we can understand w’hy the decision was 
written by an associate ot the leaders of the 
Communist Party, who is also the brother of 
a notorious convict 

Roger Baldwin, director of tlie American 
Civil Liberties Union, .testified before the 
Lusk Committee Investigating Conuuunism 
as follows: 

"The advocacy of murder, unaccompanied 
by any act, is within tbe legitimate scope of 
free speech ... 1 would say on iiebalf of 
the entire committee that all of tliem disbe- 
lieve Uic theory of constructive intent, and 
that all of them bebevo in the right of per- 
sons to advocate ‘the overthrow of govern- 
ment bv force and violeuce.*" 

Thus' Baldwin, speakieg for Frankfurter 
and the other members of the American 
Civil liberties Union, defended the right of 
individuals to advocate the overtlirow' of the 
American Government b> violence. How can 
w*e keep a man on the bopreme Court w'ho 
bebe\-es in such basic Communist theories? 

Mr. Holaday of Uie Lusk Committee asked 
Alien S Olmsteed of Uie ACIU: 

"bid I understand you to say that an aben 
has a right to preach the overthrow of Gov- 
ernment, and anarchy r* 

Mr. Olmstead repbed, "Tes." Thus, Frank- 
furter of Austria comes over here and be- 
cause of the internaUonal poliUcal pow'er of 
world Jewry\ gels himself appointed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States despite 
his hatred of our free American institutions, 
end proceeds to undenmne our country by 
forcing Negroes and whites togeUier in our 
schools, to precipitate race riots, and fulfill 
the Radek direcUv^ of 1921. The Lusk Com- 
mittee summed up as follows: 

"The American Civil Liberties Union, in 
the last analysis, is a anpporter of all eub- 
versive movements, and its propaganda is 
detrimental to the interests of the State." 

Yet Frankfurter conUoued as an import 
(ant official of (his group. He was alM a 
director of the NAACP (NaUonal Associa- 
Uon for the Advancement of Colored 
People). 

Our Wont Supreme Court 
The pment Suprune Court is a sorry 
gathering - of political -professional 

Jewish apologists, and democrauc leftovers. 
JusUoe William Douglas ' is a prominent 
member of the United World Federalists, a 
group financed by the Communist apologist 
James Paul Warburg of the Soviet revolu- 
tionary banking family. United World Fed- 
eraUsta actively seeks to subvert the legal 
government of the American people and 
substitute a world government in which our 
citizens will have no control over their own , 
fate. On May 14, 193^ Douglas addressed

Justice Tom Clark has cravenly refuaed

Jewish Revolutionaries Enlist 
Negro Sapporten 

Tlie Jewish Communist Party of America 
has always envisioned arming the 13,000, UUO 
American Negroes as an army w ith wlilch 
to enslave the w'hite population of America. 
For instance, when Stator Eastland of 
Mississippi pro ts ted against the recent anti- 
segregation decision of tlie Supreme Court, 
the New’ York Post of June 15, 1954 carried 
a letter by Harry Brice. Tlie New York Post 
is edited by Dorothy Scliiff, Jewess, and 
owned by the Schiff family. Jew'ish Inter- 
national bankers financed the 1917 Commu- 
nist Revolution in Russia. Tlie letter carried 
in tlie New' York Post, of June 13, 1954, is 
as follows: 

"Sen. Eastland (Dem., Miss.) sajs the 
government would have to send an army 
into the south to enforce non-segregatioiu 
Tliat's no problem. You could raise ten divi^ 
sions in Harlem alone." * 

Tliis letter is t>i)ical of what tlie radical 
Jews want to do to the White Cliristian pop- 
ulation of America. Our C^ingressmen were 
horrified to learn from many witnesses be- 
fore the House Un-American ActiWties Com- 
mittee lliat tlie wholesale slaughter of min- 
Isters. school teachers, and independent 
businessmen in the South has already been 
planned by tlie Yiddish revolutionaries, in 
the process of setting up a Black Hcpuhlic 
under the leadership of the notorious Negro 
Conununist Paul Robeson. Robeson was 
awiired the 1932 Stalin Peace Award. During 
the Hearing before Un-American Activities 
Committee he declared "he would go to jail 
before lie would say wiietlier he was a Com- 
muist." He educated his son in Soviet Union. 
Robeson, w'ho made millions of dollars as 
an entertainer in America because he was 
publicized sod given rave reviews by the 
little clique of Ccunmimist Jews who control 
radio, television, and the movies, has always 
hated America. 

Every other Negro who has been brouglR 
into prominence by the Jews has somewhere 
in his background an affiliation with Com- 
munism and left-wing causes. (Consider the 
ease of Dr. Mordecas Johnson. President of 
Howard University, an AU-Negro University 
in Washington, D. C. which year after year 
receives more federal aid funds than any 
other school in America, a school w'hich is 
the apple of the eye of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s sallow helpmate, Eleanor, and a school 
which has harbored many of the most daiH 
gerous radicals in America. Here are the 
•entimenfs of Dr. Johnson as reported in the 
Cbicsgo Defender of June 10. 1933. Speak- 
‘ ing before an audience of young Negro in* 
teUectuals who were being traised as tbe 
black ebte of the Communist Party, Dr. 
Johnson w^s reported as foUowx: 

"Dr. Johnson urged his hearers not to 
allow the w'ords Communism and Sodab’sm 
to blind their eyes to the reality thaf on 
Russian soil today — It makes no difference 
w’hat mistakes are being made or W'hat 
crimes are being committed — > there is s 
movement for (he first lime in the history 
of the world to make available all their nal-^ 
ural resources for the life of Uie common 
man." 

With such speeches many thousands of 
Negroes were recruited for the (Communist 
Parly. Yet Dr. Mord^cai Johnson oonUnucs 
today as the President of Howard University, 
supported Ly large grants of taxpayers* 
funds, and is constantly hailed as one of our 
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most outsUDding dUzens.

laws snore ancient than our Constitutions and 
more ancient than Magna Carta; and, it shall 
prevafl. 

With this preface, I will proceed to an analy* 
sis of our situation and an outline of the plan 
wbt^ I propose to presene the rights, tradi- 
tions, interests and welfare, of all the people 
of Cmrgia, w*hate\er their race may be. 

The Court's Decision 

The SupreoM Court beU, in e€ccl, thit the Stete 
caonot. «f • mmner of lav, iesrer<t« icliool stuiiciiU 
tnercly on • basil of face or cdIoc. In doing lo. in my 
the Court, by Dccetsary inplic^tioo. nlio ruled 
chat the Sute cannot, ns a matter of Law, force the 
muing of Btudenti of different races and colors purely 
oo a basis of race and color. 

This, ] think, gi%« «i a real barls from which to 
work out a program where the people thenisehes can 
eCectix-ely aegrcgite tbemtel\«s without cocnpuUioc from 
the State. 

Basis Of Separation 

It Is a well deined and rrcognixed principle of 
constitutiooal bw, aa held by the Supreme Court in 
various cases, that no power resides ia govenunent, 
either Federal w State, to pment discrimination by 
Indixidual citizetu. The prohibition against discrimina- 
tion appLrs only to public action. This is firm ground 
on which to stand wlien the jndi^'tdaal$ choose to tegre- 
gite thcmsebcs because of what the>‘ deem good and 
■ufficieut reasons. 

Consiuuuon, Bii! of KighU, Anu 
Declaration of Independence 

The people of Georgia, b>- and large, white and 
rolored, and including other races, are people who 
belic\« in God. The)- arc people who recognize the 
o^muling pro\idencc that has made this country great. 
Most of them look upon marriage as a Holy Cod- 
ordained svlatiomhip. The rearing of their children, 
training them, protecting ihcDi during their minority 
from evils which the inunaturc mind of duldieo are Mt 
aUe lo graq> or nnderriand, ts • part and pared of 
the deep relifious oon\'ktion3 of most people fn this 
Sute. The)' belicw in the ancient conunaiMiment *Thou 
shah ssot remm-c the anctetrt bnd marks aet by thy 
fatben.” The most ancient landmark Is the aepwation 
cd tbe races tod the maintaining of the purity of each 
race. 

Since the ConstitutiOR guarantees everyone the on- 
alienaUe right to life, libc^* and the purtuft of happi- 
ness, each indiA-idua]. without State compulsioa, hu a 
ri^ to pursue their happiness in their own way hmited 
ody b)’ the iup ic ii te law of not interfering with the 
othn feUow's riidit to the pursuit of happiness. 

This again gis-ct firm gro u nd for the Individual to 
practice, vnluntaiily, and of his own choke, whatever 
segregation is necesury* for Us own pursuit of b ap pina si . 

mtimatcly, the people themselves arc the court «l 
last icaort. This b true not only to the extent thot they 
may change theb go» ei un e ut any time they ace fit. 
that they* may o iwe a t and punid) any and aO officials 
who are palty of usopatian of wnde l e ga ted authori t y 
and that they may uae whatever force H neeea iai y for 
the acco m pli sh in e iit of that purpest. Therefore, in tbb 
extreme sense, the people are the oouit of lari resort. 

The people of Georgis have never exercised sane- 
tiom; but, on the other hand, they ha\T paid tasea 
wi&iiif})’. built churches, bodt achooK loao^ money', 
extended credit, and in every way tried to help the 
colored p eople of the State. The vrople of Georgia 
wiD rat. at tha tJine. praetke any sanctiaoi against 
colend people ex e ept as a neecssaiy last ic s ort to 
protect their <mn human sldstt. But the people of 
Georgia ean eserdse sanctioos under the ancient laws 
of nivste p r o peity. under the ancient law merchant, 
under the aneieni laws of the right to hire aod fire. 
In additioo to this, the white people of Georgia can

PropoMi No. 1 

I propoae. first, that the Legislature lake appropriate 
action lo provide for a full, thorough censui d aO 
children aid parents who ore now or may hereafter be 
patrons of public schools, seqditng under oath a full 
riatement as to the childrea and parents and riating 
definitely whrthrr they choose to pstronize an aO-white 
sclkool. an all-colored school or a mixed ichool. This 
census fcam tlu to be filled out by all teachers, ocher 
employees and officials connected with State or local 
education. Wlten this census b completed, we will know 
who is who and where they- ve. I^s w-ill fvee exery- 
one to stand up and be counted. 

Proposal Ko. II 

I propose duit the Lepslature, by appropriate action, 
recognize and declare a State policy oo education, rec- 
ognizing that, under our presen t Comtitution, It is Im- 
possible for the State lo comply with the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, recognixing that no change can be 
made in t^«a! Constitutioo before the Genera] Eleiiioa 
in 1956; decliring a pobey of working out a plan for 
public education that will not be in conflict with the 
ruling of tl<e Supreme Court, but which will alio, at 
the same time, maintain the rights of aU indixiduals.

Gorernment Forces Whiles To 
Aojctipt Negroes * 

* In IViS. T'raaklin D. Rootevch and a little group el 
Jewith rcvolutiooariei. among them ftabbi Stephen S. 
Wile, founder ei the NAACP. began a program of re- 
lentlen assaidt agtiiut the white -Chrictuo traditions cf 
Afnerics. This program has been continued by Tnlman 
and Eisrnhmier. Under EiscnMiwv, it has almost 
leadtcd Hs completion. 

During the Second World War, Eleanor Roosevdt 
farced the Navy to mix whites and Negroes. When Anna 
Roieoberf was confirmed as Assittant Secretary of De- 
fense. after she had been identified as a Comnnunut 
before i Senatorial Committee, the cmripleted the pr^ 
oeti of racial integration in our armed forces. In Sculls 
ern Army posts, white children w-ere forc^ to go to 
Army schooli with Negroes. 

In 1948. the Supreme Court declared that racial pe^ 
'•irioos in Washiogten real estate agreements were iHegoL 
Consequently, thovisands of white home-owners lost their 
homes end w-erc forced to move lo the suburb. Hun- 
dreds of bfo cks of our capital city became Negro slums. 

What American Negroes Want 

1 recently returned from a trip through the Southon 
states. 1 talked to huodreds of white and Negro ciUtent 
about tl« Supreme Ccart anti-segregation decisions. 
Many Negroes were bitter againri the N.kACP ard the 
leftwing poiitiuans w-ho hod forced this decision to be 
enacted. One former official of the NA_\CP, a Negrea 
educated in the North, had returned South because It 
w-oi her home. She knew- that the Jews and otlier Cem- 
munists were using the Negro as a cats paw- in theb ‘ 
struggle to Sovietire America. She was frighteoed at 
what lay aliead, and decUred that the N.kACP lud un- 
done much of the goodwill whicb had been built up 
slowly betw-ecn whites and Negroes in the South. -.Now 
ft wiU be fust like in the North , she siid. -I came boi^ 
home because the North it the real Jim Crow. There 
the Negro is ao alien, dishked and unwanted. Our 
liwiiJt oie in the Southern states, and now ttie N'.viCP 
wants to take thmi from ui." 

I asked her If site knew- about tlie Jevrish contiJ cf 
NAACP, *That*s why I quit" site said. **Our o£Ua!t 
were always speaking before JewUh groups, appearing 
at Jewish fund-raising rallies, and conferring with 
officials of the American Jewith Congress. They- have no 
sy-mpathy with Xepoes and they don't associate with 
Negroes. \l'alter White, the Exet^ve Secretary of the 
NAACP, married a white wnman and associated almost 
exclusively with Jewish mtUionaires. 1 w1sl» the N'cgrocf 
had an orgonlzatica whic-h did represent them."

In discussing the organization's finances 
and the need for additional funds, BOWLES said that 
there were 1,300 members in the state. He revealed 
before the meeting that the NAAWP v/as strongest in 
Florida where the membership was around 2,000."

On May 17, 1953 available records of the 

Court of Chancery, Kent County, Delaware, concerning legal 
action to revoke the charter of the NAAVJP, Inc. 

These records contain the follov/ing items: 

"ITEM 1. Bill to Revoke and Forfeit Charter for Abuse 

and Misuse of Corporate Powers, Privileges and 
Franchises, titled 'H. ALBERT YOUNG, Attorney General of 
the State of Delaware, vs. National Association for the 
Advancement of V/hite People, Inc., Corporation of the State 
of Delaware'. Received and filed October 5> 195^ • 

(1) That the NAAWP is a corporation of the State of 
Delav;are, incorporated December 14, 1953* 

(2) That the resident defendant corporation is Prentice- 
Hall Corporation System, Inc, 

(3) That officers are: President, B, W^/lBOWLSS, 16OO

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( 4 ) That one of the purposes of the defendant corporation 
defined in its certificate of incorporation is 

’ to foster, protect, and maintain all rights of 
citizens as guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States.* 

(5) Since on or about September 25 , 1954 , defendant 
corporation acting by and through its officers, agents, 
servants, and employees have conducted a campaign 

and have enlisted membership into its organization 
designed’’ = 

(a) To foment racial tension and hatred between 
the citizens of the State of Delaware. 

(b) To intimidate members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Milford Special School District and 
members of the Boards of Trustees of other Special 
School Districts and the Board of Education 
throughout this State from performing theii- 
duties under the law. 

(c) To encoixrage by means of mass hysteria, mob riile 
boycott and dissemination of race prejudice, 

the closing of public schools in sympathy with 
its plan to deprive Negro children of the right 
to attent public school because of their race, 
color and ancestry. 

(d) To promote meetings calculated to disturb the 
peace and incite to riot. 

(e) To intimidate and threaten white parents from 
having their children attend school in furtherance 
of the boycott against the Milford High School. 

(f) To encoiirage white parents to violate the laws of 
the State of Delaware with regard to compulsory 
school attendance. 

(6) In furtherance of the unlawful acts and the corpora- 
tion’s program of hate, prejudice and mob rule, the 
defendant corporation, contrary to their avowed 
purpose contained in their charter to foster, pro- 
tect and maintain all rights of citizens as gxiaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United States, initiated 
and maintained a program to destroy the fundamental 
rights of the citizens of the State of Delaware as 
guaranteed them by the Constitution of the 

State of Delaviare and of the United States. 
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" (7) The defendant corporation In furtherance of these 

vuilawful acts and of its program in violation of the 
rights of citizens of the State Of Delaware and of 
the United States has received contributions, 
solicited memberships and collected dues from members 
and has expended corporation funds. 

(3) 3y virtue of the above recited acts of defendant 
corporation, the Attorney General of the State of 
Delaware avers that defendant corporation has abused 
and misused its corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises vested in it by virtue of its incorpora- 
tion under the laws of this State and has become a 
moving party in a conspiracy to deprive citizens of 
their rights tinder the Constitution of the United 
States and to Inspire and induce mass violation of 
the lavfs of the State of Delaware. 

(9) Jurisdiction to revoke a charter of corporations 
organized under the laws of this State for abuse, 
misuse or non-use of their corporate pov/ers, privi- 
leges and franchises is vested in the Court of 
Chancery by 3 Delaware Code Section 233. 

Wherefore Attorney General prays as follows: 

(a) That a subpoena issue directing defendant to appear 
and answer this Bill of Complaint. 

(b) That a preliminary in^Junction be issued by this Court 
restraining and enjoining defendant, its officers, 
agents, and employees, and all other persons claiming 
or acting through or under it, from the further 
exercise of the corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises of defendant corporation from soliciting 

or accepting membership in defendant corporation, from 
receiving gifts, dues, or money from any source, from 
expending any moneys of said corporation, or from 
otherwise carrying on any activity on behalf or in 
the name of said corporation. 

(c) That a rule be issued out of this Court directed to 
said defendant to appear in Court at a time fixed by 
this Coiirt to show cause, if any there be, why a 
preliminary injunction as prayed herein should not 
be issued. 
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(d) That a decree be entered revoking, and forfeiting 
the charter of the said NAAv/P* Inc. for abuse and 
misuse of its corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises. 

(e) That your Honor may appoint one or more persons to be 
a Receiver or Receivers of said defendant corporation 
to take charge of the estate, effects, and business 
and affairs of said corporation, wherever situated and 
to collect the outstanding debts, claims and property 
due or belonging to said corporation with power to 
prosecute or defend in the naxae of the corporation, 

or otherwise, claims or suits, and to appoint an 
agent or agents under such Receiver or Receivers, and 
to administer and wind up the affairs of said corpora- 
tion and to make such orders and decrees with respect 
whereto as shall be just and equitable respecting the 
affaii’s, business, property and assets, and the rights 
of the members and creditors thereof. 

(f) That the defendant, its officers, agents, and employees 
and all other persons claiming or acting by, through, or 
under it, be enjoined and restrained from interfering 
with the said Receiver in taking possession of and 
administering the property and affairs of said defendant 
corporation. 

(g) That the complainant may have such other and further 
relief as to the Chancellor may seem necessary and 
proper .

ITEM 2. An order of the Court of Chancery, State of Delav/are, 
dated October 5, 1954, ordering that defendant 
corporation, NAAWP, show cause October 22, 1954, why a 
preliminary injunction should not issue as prayed for. 

ITEM 3 . Affidavit of FREDERICK K. LAMB, Officer, Delaware 
State Police, filed October 14, 1954, stating that 
during the period of demonstration by leaders and members of 
the NAAWP and boycott of the Milford School which occurred 
during the week of September 27, 1954, crowds milled around 
the school and automobiles passed the school with the follovjing 
legends : 
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^'Send then back to Africa” 

"Join the NAAV/P” 

■‘Pupils Boycott Milford School” 

“Honor the l400 pupils of Milford school by keeping 
your children out of school" 

ITEM 27. In respondent’s brief against plaintiff’s rule 

to shov/ cause why a preliminary injunction should 
not issue, respondent NAAV/P denied the allegations of abuse 
and raisuse of its charter and contends that a prayer to 
issue a preliminary injunction be refused. 

In a letter to the Register, Court of Chancery, 
dated November 3, 1954^ WILLIAM ^^AR'VEL, Vice- 
Chancellor, denied defendant's motion to dismiss and denied 
plaintiff's motion for a preliminary injunction. 

ITEM 29. A letter dated April 17 > 1955 'to PRANK O'DONNELL^ 

JR., Deputy Attorney General, Wilmington, Delaware, 
from WILLIAM MARVEL, Vice-Chancellor, acknowledging a request of 
the State of Delavjare made May I6, 1955 for a further con- 
tinuance in this case. MARVEL states that unless the 
corporate defendant objects on or before May 20, 1955> such 
a continuance v/ill be granted. 

V. INFORiMATION CONCERNING BRYANT W. BOWLES 

A. RESIDENCE 

The Baltimore Evening Sun, Baltimore, Maryland, January 13, 

1955, contains an article which is quoted in part as follov/s: 

"BRYANT VJ, BOWLES, president of the National Association 
for the Advancement of White People, is moving his 
residence from Alexandria, Va., to Milford. 

"BOWLES said last night he is doing so for the purpose 
of spearheading a drive by local segregationists to 
prevent any further racial integration in Delaware 
schools 
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B. FORMATION OF THIRD POLITICAL PARTY 

Phs Delavjare State Nev/s dated April 22, 1955^ Dover, Delaware, 
contains an article “BRYANT BOWLES to form third political 
party'* . This article is quoted in part as follows : 

"BRYANT W. BOWLES, President of the NAAWP, today said he 
will form a third political party in Delaware. . . . 

"Here's the prepared statement released this morning 
by BOWLES from his Houston home: 

*' 'After careful consideration and rational appraisal of 
facts, I have arrived at the conclusion the state of 
Delaware is in dire need of a third political party. 

“'I also believe the time is nov/, due to the fact certain 
elements of the novf existing parties have set out to 
destroy everything the white citizens of Delaware stand 
for. 

"'A large percentage of the candidates of both parties 
are produced from the same grab bag and are being ruled 
from behind the scenes by an invisible clique of un- 
scrupvilous haters of the white race. 

"'There are quite a few good right-winged politicians 
in both parties which gag at the platform of their own 
parties and some of them have pledged their support of 
this proposed party. 

"'I believe inany more v/ill follow. 

"'Some of the principles for which this proposed con- 
servative party will stand for are as follovjs: 
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“'1. Oust all internationalists from the shores :of 
America. 


‘*‘2. Return to the Jeffersonian principles of govern- 
ment. 

”'3. Accept the constitution of the United States as the 
written word by our forefathers and not what some 
politicians are paid to say it is. 

Return of public sc.hools to the public who built 
£.nd paid for them. 

"'5. State's rights. 

"'6. Fight to keep our United States of America from 
becoming a large state in a super One World government. 

■■'7. Break up monopolies novi being held by certain 
people in various state agencies. 

"'now is the time and Delaware is the place. We shall 
proceed with our plans without delay. ..."

Officers sometime during January, 1956, and that until that 
time the 195^ statement, which was filed in March, 1955* is 
considered in effect. 


II. ACTIVITIES 


A. MEETINGS 


1. Delaware 

July 17, 1955, Harrington, Delaware 

Wilmington Morning News; Wilmington daily liewspaper, issue of 
July 18, 1955i page 1, reported that at a meeting of the 
NAAWP at Harrington Airport, attended by 200 to 300 persons 
BRYANT W. BOWLESi President, and one of the founders of the 
NAAWP, resigned as President and Director of that organization 
charging a lack of public interest on the part of the people 
in Delaware of the NAAWP, 

This news item further quoted BOWLES as saying "I don’t feel 
like helping people who ivon't try to help themselves". BOWLES 
explained that there were thousands of people at his meeting 
when the Negro students were permitted to attend the Milford 
schools but once the Negroes were removed from the school 
people didn’t bother to come to his meetings. He continued that

The Wilmington Morning News, issue of August 22, 1955, page 1, 
column 4, contained a news item concerning the above described 
meeting. This article stated that KENNETH GOPP was introduced 
by BRYANT BOWLES as a former Communis t who was an expert on 
both Integration eind Communism. 
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A portior. of OOPP’s remarks were quoted as follows: 

”Mr. GOPF said that one Is part of the other. He said the 
Communists can be traced back to the Illuminati of eighteenth 
century Europe euid a plan to abolish governments, churches, 
the home and to integrate all races. The idea was taken up 
by KARL MARX and communism, he said. Some of his examples; 

’'The *one world ' idea — the Bible, he said, argues against 
Integration of the races. ‘Any preacher that v/ants to be a 
brother to JOE STALIN had better go to Russia. . . 

'be said that the Communists are backing Father Divine financially 
and Father Divine is ‘buying up the sleeping accommodations 
of America (mentioning hotels allegedly purchased in Philadelphia 
for accommodations for both white and Negro. 

be said the Communist map has already been drawn, dividing up 
the United States into 24 Soviet districts with the Negro 
Soviet Republic (which he said includes parts of Maryland and 
Delaware) to be headed by PAUL ROBESON. 

"'De^regation' said the speaker, »is one of the four main methods 
of blasting communism into America. America is for either Christ 
or communism. You who stand there must decide. If we do not 
stand for Christ then we v/ill go down.' " 
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III. PROSECUTIVE ACTION TO REVOKE NAAWP CHARTER 

On September 1955 ^ Court of Chancery, 

Kent County, Dover, Delaware^aavTsec^Tnac no further action 
has been taken in that court In connection with the State of 
Delaware case to revoke the charter of the NAAWP since the 
State *s Attorney General asked for a continuance of the case 
on May 17, 1955 . 

On September, 1955 , Deputy Attorney General JAMES MESSICK, 

Kent County, Dover, Delaware, advised that the State of Delaware 
action to revoke the charter of the NAAWP is being handled 
by the Attorney General ' s Office in Wilmington, Delaware and 
that he has received no Information concerning the proposed 
action since that office asked for a continuance of the case 
on May 17. 1955. 


Mr. MESSICK volunteered that this action was inherited by the 
present administration from the former administration and in his 
opinion it v^ill be dropped eventually. 
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B. LEGAL PROCEEDINGS AGAINST BRYANT W. BOWLES 

On September 1, 1955^ the records of the Superior Court of Kent 
County, Dover, Delaware were reviewed and the following 
information concerning action against BRYANT W. BOWLES on two 
charges of violation of the school laws of the State of 
Delaware was obtained. 

As previously reported in this investigation BOWLES was found 
guilty. Court of Common Pleas, Dover, Delaware, on April 6, 
1955^ of violation of provisions of school attendance laws and 
unlawfully interfering with orderly administration of the 
school system of the State of Delaware. Following his 
conviction, BOWLES appealed his case to the Superior Court of 
Kent County. In his appeal BOWLES requested a trial by jury 
which was granted. 

The records further reflect that on July 25, 1955, BOWLES was 
arraigned on information filed by the Attorney General, State 
of Delaware, before County Judge P. J. RICHARDS at which 
time BOWLES pleaded not guilty on both charges. This record 
also shows that on July 25# 1955# 3- jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty against BOWLES on both charges. 

C. MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 

The Delaware State News, Dover, Delaware dally newspaper, 
issue of September 9# 1955# contained a copy of a letter which 
BRYANT W. BOWLES directed to the editor of the newspaper under 
date of September 8,1955. This letter is self explanatory 
and is quoted as follows;

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"Editor of the Delaware State News 
Dover, Delaware 

Dear Sir; 

Recently numerous letters have been written against me for 
integration and published in your paper. I take it that your 
believing in freedom of the press is the reason for publishing 
these letters. However, let's not stop half v/ay with your 
so-called 'Freedom of the press,' let's go all the way and tell 
these integrationists the truth. 

Yesterday an article appeared in your paper concerning the case 
against two Juveniles who attacked an eleven-year-old white 
girl in Cheswold. What you not tell them is that these two 
boys were Negroes. 

Let's also tell these integrationists about the mother of this 
white girl going to the Negro parents of one of these boys and 
asking them to punish him. Let's tell them how she was called 
white trash and told to get out of their house and let's also 
tell them how she bruised and cut herself in the fall she took 
leaping out of the way of a carload of Negroes who tried to 
run her down last week. 

Now let's ask these Integrationists if that is the best that 
they have to send to the white schools, where are they sending 
the worst? To the Nev; Castle County Workhouse? 

Come on, let's really exercise 'Freedom of the Press',

"MELVIN had been called by a State News reporter who 
was checking the future plans of the NAAWP, which has been 
notably silent of late. 

"'We mean to keep the NAAWP active,' ^ELVIN said, 

"When queried as to why BOWIES was coming back, 

MELVIN cited one reason as the $260,000 libel case against 
L. LEE LAYTON. 

"BOWIES has been given until Friday of this week to 
show why his attorneys should not be allowed to drop the

- "The other will be on ground adjoining the Standard 
Oil station across from the Moose Home on Route 13 north 
of Harrington at 3*30 PM tomorrow. 

"BOWIES Is reported to be spending the weekend In 
Harrington. He is supposed to talk on states* rights and 
current Issues at both rallies." 


The Journal Every Evening, Issue of 7/9/56, page 1, column 2, 
contains an article titled "BOWIES Will~Back GOP If HOEY Is Not 
Nominated", which states In part as follows: 
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"BRYANT W. BOWIES yesterday advised his supporters 
to vote Republican or not at all If Senator WALTER J, HOEY 
of Milford doesn't get the Democratic nomination for 
governor. 

"Returning here from his new home In Beaumont, Tex., 
after many months away from Delaware, the president of the 
National Association for the Advancement of White People 
spoke at meetings In Camden-Wyomlng Saturday night and 
Harrington yesterday in support of Senator HOEY. 

"His visit was a brief one. He said he planned on 
returning to Beaumont today. In a telephone interview 
after the Harrington meeting he said he had a 'tire 
business' in Beaumont, but would return to Delaware on 
24 hours' notice 'anytime they want me'. 

"In spite of his support for Senator HOEY, the 
Delaware state Senator was not at the Camden-Wyomlng 
meeting, while Mr. BOWIES said he did not know whether 
the senator was In the audience In Harrington or not. 

"Mr, BOWIES said 471 persons turned out In the rain 
for the Harrington meeting. Estimates varied for the 
Camden-Wyomlng meeting. Camden Mayor HERBERT D. CLUIEY,JR., 
said he was reliably Informed that 40 to 50 people attended, 
but Mr. BOWIES said nearly 200 turned out. 

"The organizer of the NAAWP said he plans to return 
to Delaware later this summer for three weeks to a month 
to 'work underground - underground, that is, to line up 
delegates for Senapcr HOEY*.

■’The scgrega.tion situation in Kent and Sussex schools will 
bo tho saEO this Septombei* as when the schools v/ere closed. 

•’The only exception v;ill bo In Christiana, a small elementary 
school in Kg’-.- Cc.stlc County, located south of iVilmington v.’hore 
plans to integrate th^^ schools will bccone effective this year. 

•’^3.1ton School in C-ussex County, the stronghold of segregation, 
adopted a plan of integration and submitted it to the Federal 
Court but tho residents in tho school district c.eprcsEed strong 
I'cnentment , causing the mombers of the Board of Jducstion to 
resign. 

”Ths nev; rsenbors of the Bo.--.rd irj-.icdiatcly selected a nev/ 
attorney who filed a request with the Federal Court for the 
return of the plan as submitted ^ because they did not propose 
to follow it. 

’’Thus far there have boon eight cases against school districts, 
many of them in Kent and -ussex Counties, filed with the Federal 
Court seeking to end segregation in the schools. In all cases 
except Christiana and Kilton the Boards of .."ducation answered 
the actions with statements shov/ing that it was not feasible 
at this tine to end segregation in their districts. 

-■'The Dover schools, *<ifhich for the past three years have been 
entering colored students for their higher academic school, 
after these students successfully pass the required examination 
for this course, will continue that policy again this year by 
admitting possibly four more colored students. 

’’Integration in the public schools in lower Delaware does not 
seem imminent in the near future under the exictiug conditions.” 
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The "Journal Every Evening," a daily newspaper published at ■.Wilmington, 
Delaware, issue of September 15, 1956» page 57t column 1, contains an 
article titled 'To Be Called School Suits — U» S, Court to Determine 
Status of Integration Actions in 6 Districts," which states in part as 
follows ; 

"Six integration suits in U, S, District Court here will 
be called Tuesday, Oct. 2, 

"Schools on the trial list are Christiana School District 
No. 44, the Milford Special School District, the Greenwood 
School District No. 91, Laurel Special School District, 

Seaford Special School District, and John H. Clayton District 
No. 97. 

"The traditional calendar call of the court is used to 
determine the status of each case. Attorneys may asic for 
a continuance at that time or may agree on a definite date 
for the start of a trial. 

"At least one of the cases listed on the Federal court 
calendar is likely to be dropped at the 1C:50 a.m. calendar 
call on Oct. 2. That is the suit against Christiana School 
District Ko, 44, a district that is now integrated in 
accordance with a plan it submitted to the court. 

"The actions were filed against the separate school districts, 
the school board members, the State Board of Education and 
Dr. GEOBGE R. KILLER, JR., state superintendent of public 
instruction, by the National Association for the Advancement, 
of Colored People. 

"In each case there were answers filed separately for the 
state board and Dr. KILLER by Chief Deputy Atty, Gen. 

HERBERT L, COBIN, and for the local boards by their 
respective attorneys." 
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III. ACTIVITI3S OF BRYANT W. 3G’-i,’LES 

The "Delaware State News," a daily newspaper published at Dover, Delaware, 
issue of September 11, 1956, page 1, column 1, contains an article 
titled "30'VLES May Assume Hole of Kingmaker; Try write-in for HOSY," 
which states in part as follo:vs: 

"BRYANT 30JLES is back in tov;n to try a nev; role , that of 
king mc'Jcer. 

"The forceful foe of integration is staying ^ktiShb home of 
Mr. and Mrs. HAHHISOiW®LVIK , Harrington. Heis president 

of the National Association for the Advancement of 

People. 

"BOWIES stated: 

"’I came back to Delaware because v;c have a Governor to 
ilect and v/hoever v;e back will be the next Governor,* he 
proclaimed. *1*11 bet every cent I have, oven mortgage my 
business, and give five* to one odds that v;e will elect the 
Governor we want,* he said. B07LSS explained that by 'we* 
he meant the members of the NAA'Y?. 

"Elaborating on his political intentions, BO'VLSS explained 
that the NAAWP rules do not allov/ a person to uso the organiza- 
tion to gain political office, ’But there is no reason that 
wc can’t use it as a pressure group to off-set another pressure 
group,’ he declared. 


"BOiVLES said that so far he did not know what candidate the 
organization would support. He is planning a meeting later 
this week of KAA'-7P executives and other intersted friends to 
decide on what course of action the Delaware group will take 
in politics. 

"’’.Ve couldn’t get HOEY (State Senator 7ALTE3 J, H03Y (D) 
l>Iilford) nominated,’ 30VLSS said when asked about his position 
on the endaidte he backed earlier, 'But I am going to study 
the election laws and maybe we might do something on write-ins. 
That is one of the things I want to look up this v/oek. V»'e 
might still back HCSY.' 
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’’BOWLES eaid that a public meeting is being planned and that 
he would like to build ‘a scaffold and hang Governors CLE!<ENT 
of Tennessee and CHANDLER of Kentucky in effigy. He said he 
spent the Labor Day weekend in Clinton, Tenn., and v/atched 
5,000 people determined to halt integration in the schools 
there • 

’’The NAAWP president said that in addition to politics he 
Owlso was back in Delaware for business reasons. He said 
that he had scheduled his business so that he could bo here 
for the election campaign. At present he is setting up 
distributorships for his tubeless tire repair service along 
the East Coast and made a weekend trip to 7/ilmington for that 
purpose. 

”He said he plans to remain at the KELVIN home for a fev/ 
days before he decides where he v;ili make his home. He 
emphasized that Delaware would not be his permanent home 
because he already has a home set up in Beaumont, Tex. 

However , he was equally emphatic that he would remain in 
Delaware until after ’ wee lcct a Governor. 


The ’’Delaware State News,*’ a daily newspaper published at Dover, Delaware, 
issue of September 14, 1956, page 1, column 3, contains an article titled 
’’State News Observes Third Year As Daily *Vith Review of News,” over the 
of JifM^ILLSR, which states in part as follows: 

’’Integration, or segregation a headline item in Delaware 
since May 17, 1954, received less attention. Moderation by 
the r.abid integrationists , and Wvitchful waiting by the pro- 
segregationists, seems now to bo the order of the day. 

’’The past 2 months saw a fading in popularity of BRYANT V/. 

BCWMS, president of the National Assn, for the Advancement 
of White People, and most ardent spokesman for the segregationist. 

”B0‘7LES, who quietly folded his tent and stole away to Texas, 
returned on July 6 for one weekend stand, but failed to draw 
more than a handful of the curious at either Camden-Wyoming 
or Harrington. 
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*'He returned again this weck| hopeful of becoming a king- 
m£iker by electing a governor, one not nominated by either 
Democrats or Ecpublicans. He said he will stay through 
Election Day. 

"Earlier, BO’.?LES suffered inglorious defeat in his libel law , 
suit for S 26 o ,000 against L, LEB*TSVT0N, which he re-entered ^ 
on Sept. 1 ^, two days after the Nev; Year started at the 
Delaware STATE NE'A’S. 

•'The suit was based on letters written to the editor of 
the DSN on Oct. 1 , 195^, and on July 26, 1955. But the case 
was dismissed on June 1 , as 30N1SS failed to put in an 
appearance. There v/asn*t a single spectator in the court as 
the judge kicked out the case 'with prejudice.'" 


i-ie "Delaware State News," a daily newspaper published s.t Dover, Delav/are, 
^;'sue of September l4, 1956, page 1, column 6 , contains an article titled 
■’JOV/LES Claims Insult From Segregationists in Easton, Maryland," which 
s-T.tes in part as follows: 

"EASTON, Md. (AP) - The ^albot ’.Vhite Citizens__Committee , 
newly organized to try to retain segregation in th^; public 
schools, 'insulted' the founder of the National Assn, for the 
Advancement of White People last night. 

"BHYANT B0;7LES came to the meeting of the committee, attended 
by about 400, planning to speak. But the meeting adjoui'ned 
without so much as an acknowledgement of his presence. 

"'I cancelled two very important business meetings to come 
here,' BOWLES said. 'I don't charge to speak, but when I'm 
invited to speak and don't, I'm highly insulted.' 

"B07(’LES formerly lived at Milford, Del., but now is from 
Beaumont, Tex. 

"THOMAS MOORE, Easton electrician who presided, said he was 
not told that BOWIES was supposed to speak.
